_ BOXES. 

Shortly before ihe Northero Pacific Mall Co.'s 

steamship Jacoma sailed from Yokohama for 


Victorls, B.-C., on the roth inst, considerable 
excitement was caused by the dige 


covery that a number of Japanene gicls

emuggled on board in box-s, According to the 
SFapan Garelle, the presence of the unfortunate 
girls was mac known when the sound of rap. 
pling was beard: c*ming from a box on deck 
accompanied by the words In Japanese 
“Qpen the box.” The hox, the lid ‘of which 
was securely fastened, was immedia‘ely opened, 
and to the astonishment of the ou-looke 
a gt! was) discivered huddled up Inside. 
The occupant was got out, and she was 
apparently delighted to be rescued from 
her cramped. and: perilous position. Addl- 
tlonal wonderment was aroused when an Investl- 
gation showed that thre other girls were 
similarly imprisoncd. With as little delay as 
possible these too were released. Two of them 
were in a sorry plichj, bath unconeclous and 
apparently dead. All four were at once conveyed 
by the water police tothe English hatoba, where 
they were temporarily accommodated in the 
police box. One ‘of the four had to be 
carrled © from the boat, The boatmen who 
carried hér appear to heve concluded that life 
was extinct as‘ they had covered the face 
and body with a thick blanket. 
blanket belng removed, St was seen that: 
there was some colour in the cheeks; and the 
application of cold water revived her. Two of 
them were able to walk to the Settlement Sta- 
tlon, followed by the sag-tag-and-bob.tall of the 
hatoba, That they were fiot all suffocated 
seems a marvel, The boxes, which differed 
very little in size, measured about 2ft, or aft.
